REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a catalyst comprising catalytic atomic 
aggregations consisting essentially of an assembly of atoms or one or more metal elements 
having a size of 100 A or less and in combination with the requirement that the atomic 
aggregations having a non-crystalline structure. 

While catalysts having amorphous structures or non-crystalline structures are known in 
the art, the above combinations of the catalyst properties appear distinguish over the art of 
record. There is no motivation to combine the teachings of the references together to arrive to 
the claimed invention.
